When a Prophet ſpeaketh in the name of the Lord, 
/ the thing follow not, nor come to paſs, that 18 
the thing which the Lord hath not ſpoken, but the 
Prophet bath ſpoken it preſumptuouſly. Sometimes 
indeed a People's Repentance has intercepted the 
Evil that has been denounced againſt them, as in the 
Caſe of the Ninevires, Fon. 3, 10. And on the other 
hand, the Misbehaviour of a People may prevent 
the Completion of thoſe good Promiſes that had been 
made to them, according to that remarkable Declara- 
tion by the Prophet Feremrab, Jer. 18. 9, 10, At 
what inſtant I ſhall ſpeak concerning 4 Nation, and 
concerning a Kingdom, to build, and to plant it; if 
it do evil in my fight, that it obey not my voice, then 
will I repent of the good wheremith I ſaid I would 
benefit them.

Tet that theſe Pretenders have grofly failed in

cerning Halford and Emes, nothing having ever been 
more plainly foretold, than the Reſurrection of each

Nor does he ſtick * to compare theſe falſe Predi- 
Qions of raifing Emes, to our bleſſed Saviour's De- 
claration, that he would raiſe the Temple of his on 
Body, S. John 2. 19. Though nothing is more cer- 
tain,than that the former of theſe PrediCtions was un- 
doubtedly fulfilled, as had been promiſed, and that 
the other as undoubtedly miſcarried. Oh! fays Sir 
R. B. Though the Spirit of God has told us Chri- 
ſtians that be did ſo, did unqueſtionably fulfil what 
was thus predicted; yet as to them to whom he gave 
it Fu a Sign (and a deciſtve one I may call it) he 
did not raiſe it up. For as I have obſerved before 
in the beginning of this Preface (he not only ſays it 
once, bur that it may make the deeper Impreſſion,

But bleſſed be God, we have abundant 
Evidence of the Completion of this Prediction; and 
ſo had the Unbelievers likewiſe. For what if our 
Saviour did not ſhew himſelf to ſuch after his Re- 
ſurrection. Yet did not they ſee that his Grave was 
miraculouſly opened, and his Body, notwithſtanding 
the Guard ſet to watch him was gone out of it? Did 
they not know that the Soldiers were bribed to give 
out, that his Diſciples ſtole him away whilſt they ſlept? 
Than which, nothing in the world could be more im- 
obable. Did not theſe Unbe/:evers obſerve the won- 
derful effects of his ReſurreCtion, ſuch as could never 
have been, if he had continued under the power of 
Death? If none of them ſaw the Holy Spirit defcending 
upon the Apoſtles in the appearance of fiery Tongues ; 
yet did they not commonly hear the Apoſtles ſpeak- 
ing all ſorts of Languages?

' | Deſign. For he was too good a Man to be made a 
Tool of in fo impious an Attempt; He had been 
for ſome time uneaſie, and expreſſed ſome averſion 
to this Project, and ſeemed not throughly ſatisfied as 
to their new Diſpenſation, though he had once had 
a favourable Opinion of it. But when it might be 
expected, eſpecially conſidering the Authority Sir R. B. 
had over him, by reaſon of the ſtraitneſs of P/aſſe's 
Circumſtances, and the dependence he had upon SirR's 
Patronage and Aſſiſtance: When, I fay, it might have 
been expected that he ſhould put the Deſign ſo well 
laid in Execution, he was more ſtartled than ever.

1 Received yours, and according to your Deſire, 
have here ſent you ſome Account of the Procee- 
dings and Defeat of the pretended Spirit of Prophe - 
cy in this Town. About laſt Michaelmas, one Jo- 
nat han Taylor, of this Town, hearing much of the 
London Prophets, and having à deſire to ſee them, 
went to London, and was frequently with them, 

and was bleſs'd by them. He returning Home, and 
ſpeaking ſo well of them, to ſome that were Enquij- 
rers after them; and he having the Agitations on 
Him, encouraged ſome others to take a Journey with 
him to London laſt Chriſtmas. Stepben Halford, (my 
Brother) a young Man, about the Age of one and 
twenty, going up to London to ſee for Trade, un- 
happily went with this Company; and went with 
them to hear and ſee the Prophets. At Night, 
coming to his Lodging, (before he was bleſsd by 
them) he fell into great Hefitations'of Mind: Which 
encreafing upon him, (he ſays) he ſought God earneſt- 
I/ by: Prayer, After he had prayed, he was almoſt 
overwhelmed with Sorrow and Horror of Mind, 
which was preſently ſucceeded by as great Joy, and in 
expreſſible rejoycing, At his Quarters in London, when 
in his Bed, he fell into an extraordinary Fit of Agi- 
—_ tation 
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here; and thou ſhalt lie dea 
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tation; in which Fit his Bed ſo ſhook upon the 


Floor, made ſuch a Noiſe, that the People in o- 
ther Rooms of the Houſe thought a Coach had gone 


up the Yard. After this, he, with the reſt of his 


Company went, and were bleſs'd by Mr. Potter and 
Mr. Dutton: In which Bleffing they were promis'd 
the Spirit; and that their Mouths ſhould be open d,

In or about the- laſt mention'd 
Week, Taylors Mouth was open'd, to ſpeak pro- 
phetically, and Stephen alſo. What was ſpoken in 
Extaſie was taken in Short- hand, much after Mr.

of January, Taylor in Extaſie delivered theſe 
Words. © My Servant John, firnamed Lacy, 16 


% dead. But we hear he is yet alive: Therefore a 
falſe Prediction. In the ſame Week, Iaylor in Ex- 
taſie utter d theſe Words, there being many People 


preſent, © I ſhall be glorified by One in this Room. 
Immediately after, Stephen in Extaſie anſwer'd ; © I 
* am he, Lord, thy Will be done. Thou ſhalt die; 
* ond thou ſholt know when I will raiſe thy Body: 
i I will reveal it to my Children by thy own Mouth. 
* "Thou ſhalt die the next time _ do meet together 


in thy Coflin three 
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* ' Beholders : And then thou ſhalt be carry d. by thy 
« Brethren, and buryed in the Church yard. And 
e you ſhall meer the third day of February ext, 
& (and not before) in this Place; and then ſhall be 
© the Time that I will receive thee to my ſelf, Fear 
not, my Child, for I will greatly manifeſt my ſelf 
to thy Soul; and I will take thee away rejoicing ; 
& and thou ſhalt riſe from the dead-the twentieth of 
February net. And thy Brethren ſhall be there 
& by ten of the Clock in the Morning, and be there 
till Twelve. Tou ſhall all appear there, and ſhall 
& ſee my Power and my Glory. ou ſhall not meddle 
&. with the Ground; I will raiſe him again, accor- 
* ding as I have ſaid by bis own Mouth. 
This ſoon took Air, and was ſpread through 
Town and Country; and the Prophets, and thoſe 
that join d themſelves to them, continuing in a fixed 
Belief, that it would accordingly exactly come to 
paſs: One of them ſaying, That he would give his 
Head to be cut off, and at another Time, his Body 
to be Sacrificed, if Stephen Halford did not die and 
riſe again at the Time and Place as before appointed. 
And ſome more of them menacing ſudden Death and 
Deſtruction to all thoſe that oppoſed them, and did 
not believe the ſame: It being given out by them 
on Wedneſday Fan. 28. that they would keep the 
appointed 1we/day as a Faſt, in the ſame Place, and 
Stephen with them, till the Time he was to die; 
which was to be at Ten of the Clock at Night. I 
thought it convenient to take my Brother Srephen a- 
way to my Father's Houſe at Armſcot, near Shipſton 
upon Stower in Worceſlerſhire, about twenty Miles 
from Birmingham.

On Friday Morning we ſet forth for our Journey, a 
Neighbour accompanying us; and about eleven of

near Henly in Arden, over againſt a dry Marle-Pit, 
our Horſes were at the ſame time affrighted: The 
Neighbour that went with us was foremoſt, Ste- 

pphen in the middle, and I was behind; all of us as 
near together as our Horſes could well go; the fore. 
moſt and hindermoſt Horſes trembled and yerkt, as 
if they would have run from under the Riders. Ste- 
pher's Horſe trembled, and almoſt drop'd down un- 
der him, and Stephen had a dark Miſt before his 

Eyes at the inſtant; and I ſaw ſomething black and 
pretty large, but no Shape, fly framward Stephen 
as ſwift as Lightning: We enquiring what this ſhould 
be; Stephen ſaid, it was not a Black+bird, but ſome: 
thing elſe. ' Since he is come to his right Mind, he 
ſays it was the Devil. When we came to my Fa- 
ther's Houſe, Stephen fell into many Agitations and 
Extafies, to the Amazement and Affrightment of all 
the Family. Being urged to ſtay there till Tueſday. 
was paſt, he fell into Extaſie, uttering, © My Ser- 
* vant ſhall not ſtay but ſhall return, and I will 
« ſhew my Power in hin, even to the working of 
« Miracles. The Fit being over, his Friends there 
asked him again to ſtay, uſing ſome Arguments to 
perſuade him, he then fell into an extraordinary Fit 
of Agitation more violent than was ſeen before, and in 
Extaſie utter d; Why tempt ye your God? My Ser- 
© vant ſhall return, and ſhall not ſtay; if be does 
« rend bim in pieces. 1 N ol; 
So we teturn d home on Saturday Zanuary 3 iſt, 
and Stephen went to his Lodgings, where ſome of 
the reſt immediately came to him: He ſtood in the 
Room, and ſaid, he had ſome doubts on him con- 
cerning his Death, at the Time and Place before- 
- men- 
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mentioned: Taylor being preſent, falling into Exta- 
fie, ſpoke thoſe Words; Thou ſhalt : And Stephen 
at the ſame time in Agitation, was thrown violently 
down upon his Back, without bending a Joynt, with 
ſuch force that his Head rebounded up near half a 
Yard, and there lay for near a quarter of an Hour, 


without any ſenfible hurt. There he lay praying after 


a very ſtrange manner, to this effect; That the Spirit 
might not be taken from them, but that they might go 
on in theWay they were in, &c. At which Time (as 
near as Ican gueſs) I was going along the Street alone, 
contriving how I might take Stephen from among 
them, and put a Stop to their Proceedings, if poſſi- 
ble; Stephen then met me in the Face, and ſtop'd me 
in the Street with his Hands over my Head, tempt- 
ing me to be bleſs'd by him; I being more than or-

till the Day was paſs d: It being given out that Ste- 
phen (hould be brought by an irreſiſtible Power from 
the Publick Houſe to Mrs. Robert's, (where they u- 
ſually met) at ten of the Clock that Forenoon, and 
con- 
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continue there till ten at Night, and then die. I 
defired a Miniſter or two to be with him, and dif 
courſe him at that Time, and his Guard to take 
particular Care of him. At that time he had ſuch a 
violent Fit of Agitation, that it was as much as four 
or fix Men could do to hold him: There he conti- 
nued confin'd, . being in the ſame Belief that he ſhould 
die at the Time and Place before mention d. After 
ten of the Clock at Night he began to profeſs him- 
ſelf in a Deluſion; and gave the Miniſters, Officers, 
and Friends, Thanks for their Care of him, and 
Kindneſs to him. About one of the Clock that 
Night, I took him to a private Houſe, and the next 
Night he came to my Houſe; where he continues 
very well, and is convinc'd that the whole (both 
here and at London) is a delufion of Satan. His A. 
gitations have wholly leſt him from that Time. All, 
or moſt of them are convinced of their Error and 
Deluſion, their Agitations having left them.

ters you mention; and I doubt not but my 
Lord of Lincoln has imparted to you Copies of thoſe 
Letters, which his Lordſhip did me the bonour to 
write in anſwer to mine; if not, I am ready at his 
Lordſhip's Command to ſend you the Originals. As 
to what I have ſince heard of Mr. Plaſſe, I will give 
ou the beſt Account I can. I have received two 
etters from him fince he has been in Ireland, which 
Letters I have not preſerved, and am now ſorry for 
it. However, I will f. you the moſt material 
Particulars to the beſt of my remembrance. In the 
firſt he made great Complaints of the Hardſhips he 
underwent, and of Sir Richard B.'s Unkindneſs, par- 
ticularly as to his ſending threatning and upbraiding 
Letters, and as I think, arreſting him, or endeavour- 
ing to arreſt him after his Arrival in Ireland. He 
told me, that by the favourable Opportunity of a 
great Confluence of People from all parts of that 
Kingdom to Dublin, upon ſome ſolemn Occafion, 
he thought the rumour of his Converfion was quickly 
ſpread as far as that of his Fall; that he had fore- 
warned all People againſt the Inchantments of hi- 
tro, whom he ſhortly expected there. The Letter 


was writ ina ſtrain of great Piety, as indeed I take 


him to be a good Man. I anſwered what I thought 
proper, and put him in mind that he had not perfor- 
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med his Promiſe to me, mentioned in my Letter to

Some time afterl received a ſecond Letten, where- 
in he told me, that Sir R. B. had ſent him word; 
that both my ſelf, and the reſt of the People here- 
about, looked upon Plaſſe as a wicked Man, for re- 
viling Whirro; that I was very penitent for reflecting 
upon thoſe Prophets, (as I once did by way of Cau- 
tion to my People from the Pulpit, Sir R. and /. 
being preſent ;) that I conſeſſed Mr. Plaſſe was the 
Author of that part of my Sermon. He deſired to 
know whether theſe things were ſo as repreſented; he 
told me he had hopes of being admitted ſhortly in- 
to Holy Orders, and defired Teſtimonials from Tring 
and Cheſham; and ſent a very injudicious Form of a 
Renunciation, which he empowered me, if I thought 
fit, to publiſh; I ſent him the Teſtimonials ; and as 
to Sit Richard's Aſſertions, I told him they were en- 
tirely falſe; as to the Form of the Renunciation, I
